state, Major Carroll Cone. • of the 
State Bureau of Aeronautics, told 
Hope Rotary club Friday in Hotel 
Barlow.

Taylor flew here from Little Rock to 
spenk in advance of Hope's dedica- 
tion of it1? municipal airport Sunday, 
July 26. They will return for that 
event, when more than a dozen ships 
will gather here for an air circus and 
public program, at which Congress- 
man Tilmnn B. Parks is to be the 
speaker. 


Air Mnll Coming 


Major Cone's address held a definite 


hope for the en rly appearance of mail 
find pasenRcrs planes on the local 
field. He said that American Air- 
ways. Inc., operators of the Louisvillc- 
•For't Worth line which passes overhead 


daily, ore planning to fly similar 
planes on a local schedule making 
stops at the intermediate cltlea now

Hope, Prcscott, Arkadclphin and oth- 
er points, and help to concentrate 
mail at Little Rock for the big ships. 


Both Major Cone and Lieutenant 


Taylor described proposed new air 
lines to be operated across Arkansas, 
possibly through Fort Smith to Little 
Rock and Memphis, and from Shrcve- 
port to Little Rock to St. Louis. 


Major Cone told of the organiza- 


tion of thn Bureau of Aeronautics as 
a division of the State Highway De- 
partment, with a special tax on nvia- 
tion gas to csablish an airport devel- 
opment fund. This is realizing about 
$15,000 a year, nnd steadily increasing, 
he said. The bureau, with the help 
of State Highway Department equip- 
ment. expects to add 15 new airports 
to the state this year, and 25 next 
year. Arkansas at present has be- 
tween 30 and 35 ports, and from 60 to 
75 commercial planes. 


Aviation Growing 


"Aviation," said Major Cone, "is 


drvcloping faster than the automobile 
did, 
because it tnkes less money to 


construct routes. One perfect airport 
cnn be built for the cost of two miles 
of good road— nnd once the airport is 
built, you have the rest of the world 
to fly to. 
"Here in Hope yon should he par- 


ticularly aggressive, for being on a 
transcontinental highway and rail- 
' road route, you arc a natural refucl- 


'• ing plnce for the air lanes also.'

Lieutenant Taylor suggested 
that 


Hope business men interest themselves 
in the development of airports in oth- 
er cities of Ssuthwest Arkansas which 
badly need them.

Kansas and Texas Wheat Growers Give Experiences 


With 1931 Crop. 
Getting 25c, Costs at Least 


40c to Grow Crop, They Say 


OKLAHOMA CITY.— 
. E. Ma- 


rine, who lives near Dodge City, Kan- 
sas, and G. W. Curyca of near Amn- 
rillo, In the Texas panhandle, are 
farmers. 


They grew wheat, virtually noth- 


ing but wheat, and they are selling it 
for nbout 25 cents a bushel— for 25 
cents when it costs about 40 cents to 
grow. 


"Another ycnr like this one," says 


Mr. Curyen, "will break me." 


"I lose money on every bushel of 


wheat I raise." says Mr. Marine. "I 
could squeeze by for 50 cents." 


There is a banker in Yukon, Okla- 


homa. The farmers in his district tire 
safe, he believes, because they have 
grown many kinds of. crops, cattle, 
chickens, hogs, even ihoep. 


Wheat Farmers 'Bad Off 


The bankers said farmers who raise 


only wheat are in sad shape. "There 
are few, if any wheat farmers left in 
my neighborhood. They diversified. 
And no wthe others must learn their 
lesson," he said. 


"I-'erhaps," says Mr. Marine, 
•If I 


diversified I would be better off. But 
it's too late. Anyway I'm n tenant 
farmer, and the owner wants wheat 
planted." 


Mr. Marine is middlo,agcd, lean and 


wiry and gray haired. 


He sits at the tractor wheel and 


looks,-over the almost level slopes 
with the experience of one who has 
farmed them o long time. Fine brown- 


is a dry country. 


The Oklahoma banker said the large 


areas in wheat hnd been put in by 
farmers In expectation of a soft life 
and big profits, such as had been 
realized before. These farmers, said 
the banker, have glutted the market. 


"I believe that about half the farm- 


ers I know will be able to do as well 
as I am doing, that is, pay half their 
debts," said Mr. Curyea. 


"The other half is made up of farm- 


ers who diversify and those who face 
total ruin. The latter are in the ma- 
jority. 


"They borrowed every cent they 


could get to plant this year's crop, 
and lost that and more." 


Curyea has 510 acres of wheat land. 


He was offered $55 an acre for it last 
year. Now he values 
it at $32.50. 


Curyea has a wife and two small chil- 
dren. The house is rather nice, but 
Mr. Curyea may have to give up his 
electric refrigerator and the lighting 
system. 


Prosperity's "Hangover" 


"I believe the trouble with most of 


us," he says, "is that we made our 
obligations on the basis of dollar 
wheat. We are in a position like that 
of the salaried men who 18 months 
ago made obligations expecting al- 
ways to have their jobs at the same 
salaries." 


Mr. Marine and his son farm 400 


acres of rented land. His son has a 
wife and three children. 


"The trouble is," says Mr. Marine, 


"that with wheat, worth just a third 
what it was, the things we have to 
buy cost nearly as much as ever. I 
bought a sack of flour the other day 
for $2.30 that hasn't cost over. $2.75 
since the war. 


"This is a great wheat country but

"There's one consolation," Mr. Ma-

Nearly everybody 
has a cow or two and some chickens."

The Hope-Fulton concrete road was 


thrown open to traffic Thursday, com- 
pleting a 33-mile paved route from 
this city to Texarkana and other points 
in Texas. 


The 14-mile link from Hope to Red 


river was finished early in the month 
by Ear! W. Baker & Co., contractors 
from Oklahoma City, and the pave- 
ment 
was pronounced 
cured and 


ready for traffic Thursday. 


This section of No. 67 is 100 per cent 


concrete except for the bridge ap- 
proaches at the river and through the 
river-bottom, and the through-streets 
inside, the city limits of Texarkana 
and Hope, which are graveled. 


The traveling public was cautioned 


Friday by District Engineer R. B. 
Stanford of the State Highway De- 
partment to drive carefully on the 
new Hope-Fulton road, as men and 
teams are still working on the pave- 
ment, rounding off the gravel should- 
ers, and painting the black guide line 
down the middle of the road. 


Mr. Stanford announced that traffic 


is being jogged through town from 
the old route of No. 67 east of the city 
to the new route west of Hope, by 
way of Elm street. Markers have 
been set up at Elm and Division, and 
Elm nnd Third streets. This will con- 
tinue to be the main traffic route un- 
til the Hope-Emmet project is finish- 
ed, on a new right-of-way east of 
this city. 


East of Hope to Emmet, the only 


unpaved link on No. 67 between Tex- 
arkana and Arkadelphia, Contractors 
Reynolds & Sutton completed the dirt 
grade early in the summer, and the 
bridges are rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. The bridge workers have the 
pig viaduct over the Missouri Pacific 
tracks a mile east of Hope projected 
above the rails from the Hope side, 
and the arch will be closed within a 
few weeks.

WASHfNGTON.—(ff>)—Thirty-lhree

airliner. ' 


"The hardest tests an airplane can 


encounter in every-day flying are 
dwarfed by the government standards 
to which it much measure," says R. C. 
Gazley, chief of the engineering sec- 
tion of the commerce 
department's 


aeronautics branch. 


"From nose-tip to tail, an airplane's 


strength is checked by sandbag tests, 
mathematical analysis, or dropping. 
There is no guess-work about the air- 
worthiness of commercial airplanes." 


He singled out a typical modern 


multi-motor 
ship, 
weighing 15,000 


pounds fully loaded with passengers 
and baggage, as an illustration, 


"Its wings must be able to support 


a load of 33 tons," he says. 


"They must support their load on 


the underside in flight; therefore they 
are hung upside down from their 
fuselage fittings. Sand-bags arc piled 
on evenly to the full 33 tons and for 
nearly half an hour, while readings 
are taken, the wing must stand up. 


"This insures a margin of safety o; 


about twice the strain experienced in 
the bumpiest air. 


"Wing ribs are tested to destruction 


Sand-bags tests and analyses deter- 
mine the strength of the tail surfaces 
The tail of a typical multi-motorec 
plnnc must withstand 20 pounds per 
square foot—a total of about 3,50< 
pounds of sand. 


Each propeller and engine type i* 


given separate tests. Propellers are 
subjected to a 10-hour overload whirl 
test under twice the horsepower with 
which Ihcy will be used.
